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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1983 sadly witnessed the retirement of three beloved and dedicated public 
servants, Clifford W. Ayer the Building Inspector, Alice Lynn from the Planning 
Board, and Ernest L. Sherman as Health Officer. Only the latter has as yet not been 
replaced. 

Our property revaluation program is well under way, being accomplished by the 
New Hampshire State Appraisal Division of the Department of Revenue Administra- 
tion. All indications are that the program will be completed by late summer. Unfor- 
tunately the original cost estimate has had to be increased by about twenty percent. 

In line with our plan for the orderly replacement of equipment and repairs by 
establishment of capital reserves, this year we want to start reserve funds for the Police 
Department, and for necessary town building modifications. 

Thanks to Dottie Perkins and her cohorts and helpers, funds were raised for 
the restoration of the Town Hall stage drop curtain you see at the back of the stage. 
It was done thanks to the generous large and small contributions by our residents, 
friends and neighbors. 

To increase managerial efficiency Selectmen, Planning, Building and Zoning 
Board, and other personnel, have attended several workshops, lectures and con- 
ferences. In the end, however, it is the unfailing loyal service of the Police, Fire and 
Highway Departments — and the continuous untiring efforts of all the other town 
employees and those serving on committees and boards that results in making Newbury 
the envy of our neighbors.

SEWER COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


In the spring of 1983, as previously reported, we undertook the resanding and 
leveling of the sand beds, and the replacement of all the runoff troughs. This work 
was done by part time help and was completed during the summer. 

The installation of the breakdown alert system at both pump houses has been 
completed. This system is calculated to lower our operating and unexpected expenses. 

As in the past, Frank Veazie and Kevin Walker attended maintenance schools 
given by the State of New Hampshire. Safety conditions at pump houses were im- 
proved. Corroded wiring and fixtures, which nearly started a fire, were replaced at 
the Imhoff tank. Necessity takes priority. Because of this, work on the sewer lines 
which need repair, but are not now causing problems, were relegated to second place. 

We would also like to remind customers of Croft and Blodgett Area Sewer that 
down spouts and sump pumps are prohibited from being connected to the sewer lines. 
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PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


Our library is a member of the state-wide Library Development Program and 
is considered to be an ‘‘Associate Library.’’ This means we must meet the basic stan- 
dards for affiliation. By doing this we are entitled to services provided by the state 
such as: Inter-library loans, film loans, central reference services, etc. 

Four times a year an Area Library Forum is held at a designated library. The 
purpose of these is to encourage information sharing between libraries, provide liaison 
between area libraries and the state library and to communicate with the commission 
on local needs and state library services. John Mattis is our Town representative at 
these area forums. 

One of the most satisfying events of the year was the Children’s Story Hour held 
once a week during the summer. Fifteen children participated and it was encourag- 
ing to see the enthusiasm for taking books home to read. 

An Open House was held August 1, to celebrate 20 years in the present library 
building. It also marked many years of service by our librarian, Helen Nye, who 
became librarian in 1949. One of the highlights of the day was the presentation by 
the Merton Perkins family of two albums of pictures of Newbury in early days. These 
are much appreciated. They are on display at the library. 

2,580 books (1,160 adult and 1,420 children’s) were circulated this year. 120 new 
books (58 adult and 62 children) were purchased. New mylar polyester jacket covers 
are protecting each group of new books we add to our shelves. 

Another project being carried out is one that separates the juvenile books into 
categories marking each one in the group with a piece of colored tape designated 
for its category. This should help a child find the book he is seeking. 

A large print loan catalog is available at the library. Large print books in any 
category are available to us through our inter-library loan system in the state. 

It’s your library. Enjoy it!

REPORT OF NEWBURY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Parking at the town dock last summer seemed to us to be a little more orderly 
than in the past. Did we have fewer visitors or was our parking enforcement policy 
the cause? We will continue to monitor the two hour parking requirement and issue 
ten dollar violation notices to overtime parkers during the summer season. 

Our statistics in several categories: accidents, burglaries, dog complaints, stolen 
cars and thefts show that 1983 was much the same as 1982. We had an increase in 
miscellaneous activity, brought 5 juveniles to juvenile court and brought 47 motorists 
to court compared with 38 motorists in 1982. Violation notices to dog owners in- 
creased from 48 in 1982 to 66 in 1983. 

The proposed 1984 budget increases reflect an increase in the fee for dispatching 
services and pay raises. That is all. I see no need for additional hours, personnel, 
services or equipment in 1984. Newbury grows but we are not yet at the point when 
the police department must expand. 

We were lucky enough to close a few criminal cases in 1983, prosecute some 
suspects and recover some property. My thanks to those victims and witnesses who 
helped us out with their cooperation and willingness to appear in court. 

My thanks also to the Board of Selectmen, heads and members of other depart- 
ments and every Newbury citizen with whom we come in contact for making this 
a good place to be of service.

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


An emergency of almost any kind may interfere with your normal supplies of 
water, food, heat and other day to day necessities. You should keep on hand in or 
around your home, a stock of emergency supplies sufficient to meet your needs for 
several days or preferably for a week. 

If your furnace is controlled by a thermostat and your electricity is cut off by 
a storm, the furnace probably would not operate and you would need emergency 
heat. This could be a camp stove or a supply of wood if you have a fireplace. Make 
sure you have a battery-powered radio and extra batteries on hand, so that you could 
hear weather forecasts, information and advice broadcast by local authorities. Also, 
flashlights or lanterns would be needed.

REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control 
program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half acre 
per fire statewide average. 

At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention 
and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow covered. 

Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit 
for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is 
not covered with snow. Each person wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this 
written permit from the town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. Any person that 
does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating our forest fire permit 
law and is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and receive 
a jail sentence of up to one year. 

No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is rain- 
ing. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 9:00 
a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily ignited and dries 
the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of the day fire fighters 
are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could burn longer 
and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 

Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly appreciated.

BRADFORD RESCUE SQUAD REPORT 


The Bradford Rescue Squad has been in existence for 13 years. As in the past, 
the members are dedicated volunteers brought together by their common desire to 
provide necessary emergency care to the community. The Squad is a non-paid, non- 
profit organization presently consisting of 16 EMT’s, 3 R.N.’s, 3 Advanced First 
Aiders and 3 drivers. 

In 1983, the Bradford Rescue Squad responded to a total of 134 emergencies, 
35 of them in Newbury. The following is a breakdown of the squad’s service to the 
Town of Newbury over the past 5 years.

1979 18 16% 
1980 15 15% 
1981 31 21% 
1982 31 28% 
1983 35 26% 


Bradford Rescue Squad’s Ambulance is now eleven years old. Over the past four 
years it has cost the squad $9,248.23 in repairs alone. $2,629.06 of that total was 
spent in 1983 alone. In addition to the financial burden, there is also the problem 
of taking the ambulance out of service for major repairs. During these times, the 
community is forced to rely on ambulance services who must travel greater distances. 
In 1983, Bradford’s ambulance was out of service at least 6 times. 

For the above mentioned reasons, Bradford Rescue Squad needs a new am- 
bulance. Through fund raising and donations, the squad is in a position to put a 
substantial amount of money towards the new ambulance. Unfortunately, the squad 
cannot hope to finance the total cost of a new ambulance. Therefore, the Bradford 
Rescue Squad must appeal to the community for additional funds.

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NEW LONDON AMBULANCE/RESCUE REPORT 


The New London Ambulance is requesting financial support from the eight com- 
munities it serves. Based on the percent of ambulance utilization and the population 
percent of the Town of Newbury, as compared to the other seven communities, the 
financial support requested is two thousand one hundred and sixty-six dollars. 

On December 21, 1983, New London Ambulance representatives and selectmen 
from surrounding towns met to discuss the New London Ambulance service. After 
a review of the history of the service, methods for financing the service were discussed. 

It was agreed that the 1984 town appropriations would be recalculated, using 
a different allocation method, increased patient charges and decreased payroll ex- 
penses. The objective was to reduce the financial losses and to more equitably distribute 
the costs to the towns served. 

The following factors were used in determining the town appropriation 
requirements: 

1. The allocation of dollars was based on the percent of utilization (50%) and 

the percent of population (50%) in each of the eight communities represented. 

2. The cost per run was reduced from $230 in 1983 to $189 in budget-year 1984. 

3. Payroll costs were reduced. 

4. Patient charges were increased to cover 60% of the current year’s operating 

expenses. 1983 patient revenues covered 40% of the expenses. 


KEARSARGE REGIONAL SCHOOL REPORT 


During 1983, the Newbury School was scraped, primed and painted. The tarred 
area in back of the school was extended and the baseball diamond was seeded. The 
main floor area of the building received paint, and new carpet is on order for the 
library area. Downstairs, due to increased allotment of Federal money, we have a 
fulltime Title I teacher. Her classroom has been completely repainted, shelves have 
been built, and the storage area has been refurbished. There is a new sump pump, 
and plans to correct deficiencies of the heating system are being formulated.
